IMPORTANT NEW LAW. 


The Morristown Herald believe* tha 


Senator Boberts, of Montgomery, Is tbe 
author of one of tbe most important bills 
passed by the extra session. Tbe meas 
nre is designed to do away with the 
corrupt use of money in politics. It ii 
a law which will place political 
office 


within ttie reach of the poor man as wel 
as the rl< h, tnd will put all candidates on 
tbe lamu bails regarding publicity o: 
funds spout for election I nrposes. 


Tbe bill has created widespread inter 


ast, and it gives to Pennsylvania legisla 
tlon whioh is unlqne in its political bis 
tory. The bill i* patterned after the'law 
In operation in England, and it aims to 
prevent corruption by means of public 
ity. It does not prevent a candidate from 
•pending a fortune In a single campaign 
if he is so disposed. It does provide 
however, that he must under oath, make 
public his campaign expenses. 


The maarare provides that every politi 


oai committee shall have a treasurer to 
receive and disburse all money for elec 
tlon expenses, otherwise it shall be on 
lawful for the committee to collect any 
money. No person not a candidate or 
treasurer of a political committee shal 
pay any money for election expenses ex- 
cept to a candidate or a political commit- 
tee, and no corporation or officer of any 
oarporation shall pay or lend money for 
any election expenses whatsoever. 


Tbe only election expenses for which 


money or other valuable thing can be 
given shall be printing, traveling expense 
and personal expenses incident thereto, 
stationery, advertisements, 
means of 


communication, rent, clerks, messengers 
and other actual employes, the employ 
nient of wntohers allowed by law, 
tbe 


transportation of voters to and from the 
polls and bona fide legal expenses. Ev 
ery candidate and 
treasurer of every 


political committee within fifteen days 
after primary or general election* or 
conventions shall file a sworn detailec 
account of expenditures, accompanied by 
vouchers. 


No oath of office shall be administered 


until such statement of expenditure is 
filed. An audit of such a statement may 
be had upon application of Sve electors to 
court within twenty days after the lasi 
day of filing such statement, and 
the 


decision of tbe court on tbe audit shal 
be subject to appeal. If it be found 
that any candidate chosen to office has 
consented to any illegal expenditure the 
office shall be declared vacant. Any 
person, candidate or not, violating any 
of the provisions of the act shall be 
proseontod by the District Attorney o 
the county in which the person may 
reside. 
Any violation of the provisions 


of the ac t shall be a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by a fine of not less that $60 or 
more thnn $1000, or by imprisonmeni 
for not less than one month or more 
than two years or both 
The act goes in 


to effect on December 31, 1906.

Fight Made on Highland for Burgess, but H« Wins by 261 


Majority—Republicans Win all Offices in Four Wards.

On Tuesday Bristol experienced one of 


tbe liveliest spring elections that has oo- 
ourrea here foi many years and an ex- 
ceedingly heavy vote was polled. About 
1500 ballots were cast. 


Tbe Republicans were put upon their 


mote.! by reason of tbe fact* that the 
Democrats had nominated aa their can- 
didate for Bargees Nell J. Mcllvaine, one 
of tbe strongest men that tbe party could 
select, and it was freely charged that the 
Republican candidate, William E. High- 
land, was going to be slaughtered simply 
for the reason that he was a brother-in- 
law of Postmaster Minster, a leader of 
the Republican 
organization 
in the 


county. 


Tbe Philadelphia Record, North Amer- 


ican and the Doylestown Democrat were 
used as mediums to challenge Minster to 
mortal political combat in hia own baili- 
wick. 
It was declared that the election 


of Mollvaine *aa to be a test of Minster's 
strength. Tills was unfortunate for Mc- 
llvaine, aa the vote of Bristol has been 
very independent at tbe time of borough 
elections, and the Republicans 
have 


elected but one Burgess in nine years. 


The result of the Democratic challenge 


was that tbe Republican organization 
became active and simply overwhelmed 
tbe opposition. In the First ward which 
Is the home of the rival Republican and 
Democratic leaders, E, W. Minster and 
Benjamin S. Johnson, the latter was 
(truck with a cyclone which sent him 
scurrying to shulter, battered, bruised 
and disconsolate. 


In that ward 385 votes were cast of 


which Highland leceived 294 and Mcll- 
vaine 87. There were 251 straight Re- 
publican votes; 57 straight Democrats 
and 77 cnt tickets. The total vote was 
within 12 of that oast last fall. 


Hereafter the Democracy will not at- 


tempt to stir the Postmaster to activity. 


In the Second ward 281 votes were 


polled and Joseph R, Grundy another 
leader of the organization whom the 
Doylestown Democrat singled ont for at- 
tack, was high man on tbe ticket as a 
candidate for re-el»ctlun to Council. Of 
tbe 284 votes polled in that ward Grnndy 
received 217. 


In 
tbe 
Third 
ward 
the 
voters 


played high jinks in the Burgees Sgbt. 
The normal Republican majority in the 
ward was about 90, but Mcllvaine came 
out of the race with 13 majority over 
Highland. An indication of tbe "oat- 
ling" done there is shown by the fact 
that there were 93 straight Republican 
Uckets voted, 53 straight Democratic and 
118 "cut" tickets. Tbe high man on the 
ticket wa§ Frank Flum, who received 192 
votes for Auditor. 


Doron Green who was defeated, in a for- 


mer campaign for the nomination of 
school director, was re-elected to the po- 
sition which he has «o capably filled for a 
number of years by a majority of 73. 


The Fourth ward, which for the first 


time in its history bad a candidate for 
Burgess, rallied to th» support of its 
home candidate for Burgess and gave 
Mcllvaine a majority of 132 votes. 


In tbe Fifth ward Harry Ancker, who 


made his debut in politics this year, dis- 
played remarkable running qualities, and 
aa a candidate for school director led 
the ticket with 173 votes and had a ma- 
jority of 119. 


Election day was a perfect one as to 


weather. There wag no excitement about 
any of the polls and the voting was done 
in a quiet and orderly manner.

The Belcher Artesian Well. 


The Belcher well in St. Louis is one 


of the famous artesian wells of the 
world. The boring of it was begun in 
the spring of 1849 by William H. Bel- 
cher, who bad a sugar refinery near the 
river a few blocks north of where the 
Bads bridge now Is. After the expendi- 
ture of $10,000 the well was in 1351 
driven to a depth of 2,199 feet, where a 
flow of seventy-five gallons a minute 
was struck, but the water proved to be 
so impregnated with mineral matter 
that it was unfit for use in the sugar 
refinery, for which Mr Belcher wanted 
It It is used now only for medicinal 
purpose's and for sanitary baths.—St 
Louis Republic.

A STRANGE INSECT. 


Tbe Aweto In Half Plant and !• 


Found In New Zealand. 


The aweto, an the Maoris, or nathea 


Of New Zealand, call it, or^H plalis vi- 
rascens, as naturalJsts term^it, is found 
In New Zealand and Is a vegetable ca- 
terpillar of from three to four inches in 
length, and so far science has not been 
able to say whether It is a vegetable or 
an Insect It is always found at the 
foot of large myrtle trees that have 
beautiful red flowers on their stems 
and a beautiful creeping clematis as 
white as the enow The Maoris call 
this tree by the name of rata. The 
aweto buries itself among tbe roots of 
the rata a few inches below tbe ground 
and there lives until it is full grown, 
when it undergoes a most wonderful 
change Tbe spore of a vegetable fun- 
gus, termed by naturalists Sophoeria 
robertsll, fastens itself to the neck of 
the caterpillar just between tbe head 
and the first ring and then grows up- 
ward to tbe height of from six to eight 
Inches. Many people assert that there 
Is never more than one stem, but such 
la not the case, for some have been 
found with two stems, although very 
rarely. 


The stem shoots up out of the ground 


above where the caterpillar is living 
about two or three Inches. Below the 
earth it grows into the aweto until It 
fills up every possible space within tbe 
outer skin without changing ttie form 
of the Insect In tbe slightest wa j what- 
soever, but simply substituting a vege- 
table matter for animal matter. As 
soon as this takes place both tbe plant 
and caterpillar become dry and hard 
and die, but retain exactly tbe same 
form as when alive Tbe whole has a 
brown color, and the insect appears a 
wooden caterpillar with a huge horn 
standing up from tbe back of Its neck, 
(low the caterpillar manages to propa- 
gate its species no one can tell. Usual- 
ly the caterpillar becomes a chrysalis, 
the chrysalis changes into a moth, tbe 
moth lays eggs, and these eggs again 
become caterpillars, and so on without 
stopping. Many reasons are given wby 
the plant shoots up from the back of 
tbe neck of tbe aweto One is that tbe 
aweto has a slimy substance oozing oat 
from Its neck, which while tbe aweto is 
boring at the foot of the rata tree for 
its only food catches the seeds of tbe 
fungus and holds It fast there till the 
latter begins to fcrow. When it has 
sucked all the vegetable life out of tbe 
aweto it must naturally die, for It finds 
no further nourishment Tbe aweto is 
often found in large numbers
